Traces of the Buddhist Kinga are left in the Giants^ 
tombs, as widl as in the tank of M4ihip&I Dighf. 
The tombs are 50 or 60 feet Longi and represent 
Buddha entering into the state of NOrdi^j ^; but 
they hftYe been appropriated by the MuhaomiadauB, 
and are worahippM os bolouging to Muhammadan 
piia^ 

One of them, 57 feet long, at GopAtganj, fotir miles 
north of Dmhjpur, is called * P£r-i-ehehel Ghak/ 
and there is another a mile south of Dinfijptir, on 
the banks of the PhTpabhaba* A small fair is bdd 
annually on the list Mohunam day at ChehclghasL

The mosque^ situated oloee to the tomb^ ia a due one 
with two mscriptions still atandingp and there are 
a number of Hindu ouxTed pillara and stouee about. 
The neighbourhood is full of hriokworki and it has 
been ascertained that these remains are those of the 
ancient Hindu city of Mahasu^ whence the par- 
gana takes its namep There is & mound neoTi 
called Takht^i^Hufioin Shah, which appears to be 
the nmiains of a Bnddhiet stdpa^ Them are 
sereral other meunds which haTe not yet been 
explored^ The Muhammadana certainly used poi^ 
tions of Hiodu huildinga to build their own mos¬ 
ques, and o.Tca?ation might throw li^t on the 
legends of Mahoi IlijA, preserved by 3Dr. Bucha- 
nau-Haznilton.

The minfl of B&n Garh occupy the east tank of the 

Pfin^abhaba, of which the qnadranguLir citadel, 1,800 
feet by 1,500, is surnmnded by a high rampart of 
bridkSj and on the south and the east by a ditch and 
on its west face is a large projecting part, probably 
the outworks of a gate. Xu the centre there is a 
large heap of brieks, said to haTc been the XCAj4^s 
heusc, and on cho east face is a gate, and a cause¬ 
way about 200 feet long, leading aorose the ditch 
into the cityi which has been square, of abotc a 
mile in diameter, and has also been surroimded by a 
rampftrt of bii-^^ oud by a ditch^ Towards its 
south-east com^ IS the tomb of SuJt&n B^h, which 
eontains many pillars and an enitance of the Hlnda 
period. Near it are two celebrated pools, called 
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Oujitody or pre&ent

A mn ta and Jivat. On the nortb-oaot corner of the 
ia a large heap of bricke, said to have been the 
roiqe of a tomple of MahMoro. whom Bin lijAh 
There ore other mins in the 
neigbboarbood and on. the other aide of the BiAh- 
raaiiL Bin Goih supplied msteruds to builders of 
Qaur and to the R&jhs of DinSjpiir. 

There am numeroue insoriptioss on the mosqne and 
on the tomb, and they are.said to date from the eod 
of the 14th or the I6th 'oentniy. A fair is held 
amuallv hero. caHed the Dalwidtghi meli, and 
me tomb {at whioh a lamp is etUI kept burning) 
IS much frequented os a place of worship 
At^hed to it is a tank colled Dhole DigU with its 
gb&ts cDmpoeed of a flight of stono stairs. 

There are here three tanka and the shrines of two 
saints named Pir HaTokhori and Pir Bahaudin. 
At one of these shrinea there are four inscripticiis, 
^0 of Kimkaua 6bab, the earliest in Bengal. 
Theiae dosorre to be picAerrad^ 

Seven miles south from Dumduma is the laracst 
Dighl in the distriot, eaflod Tapan, 4,700 
feet by 1,760, which was dug by B6jA 'Ran, 
the Aanr, East of this tank is KLordaho, where he 
fought with Kmhna. Dobal Dighi is another tniik 
4,000 feet by 1,000 feet, on the I^h banks of which 
are eome ruins, which me evidently of the Hindu 

S nod. The carved etonee were brnught here from 
Lnnagar. KaJa Dighf is another tank said to 
Mve been dug by Ksbraei, the spouse of Bln 
liija; It is 4^000 feet by WO feet 

This was a Muhammadan fort, where Ghyasuddin 
Shah and Sikaadar Shah successively defied the

About two milea south ot the mat bend in the 
TiaiA are the romflina of a fortifioa eity^ said to have 
been bnilt by Dhanna P41 Ri]&. It b in the form 
of a paraUelogranip about a mile from north to sonth) 
and Ulf a mile from east to west The defemsea 
eonabt of a bi^h i?anipart of eaithi whieh at the 
Bonth-oaat comer b urognlar, and rttirea back 
to leave a epaoe^ that b moeh elemtod, and b 
said to have been tho house of the a minister 
(Dewan-khinfi). A ditch about 40 feet wide 
snirounds the town cxoept on tie east^ In the 
centre of each of these throe fnoee^ b a gate, 
defended hy outworks, and in theca are a good many 
heaps of briiks. There were square hastions on each 
aide. The earth from the ditch was thrown oat- 
wards and forms a elope. At a dblance of abcmt 
160 yards from the ditch on the north-e^t and lOath 
sid*^ are parallel ramparts and ditchea, which 
oncloso on onts'r city, whcM tho lower populace is 
said to have resided. ^ Beyond these on the south 
is another ooolosare, in which the hoi^ were kept. 
X^biu'ma PU, whoso troops oocnjjied this city, used to 
live abont three-quarters of a laile dirbnt, where arc 
fioveral and heaps of brLcltsj this place b now 
known as BaramoUa Tara-ki^i,_ whore 25 pious 
Moslems assemble to whom it b dodicatenli On 
the banks of the Hangrighosha, north from the 
ruins of tho IiA]a s house is seen the pkeo whero 
he disappeared in a battle against ttayaoavfttii 
hb si&ter-inJaw, whose residence on tbo west 
bank of the Deonsi river, about two milee wcet 
from the fort of Dharma Pil, built on the 
same plea with that of her brothor*iii-law, only the 
inner dty has been V square of about 400 yards 
each aide- It b eurrounued by an cater rampart at 
' about 100 yards ttom the diteh* 

At a eonsiderahlo distance south from this, was 
a cireular mound of earth, called Haritobandia- 
p^l, about 40 feet in diameter in which a atone 
Wilding was diacovered* Harischandra^s daughter 
Tstia married to (iopiohandra, the son of MayanaTati, 
who succeed^ hb uncle Dharma P&1» 

Two and a half miles north-west of Dimla is a small 
ruined fort, called Ooriberkoth; and near VAru^

HAiX It is DCfttly cbonkr, about a quarter of a 
mile in dbmet^ and consiste of an earthen rampant 
and ditch, whi^ oro drawn in an irregnlai 
form.

The inner dty, 
which smromids tho dtadel and the tank^ is about 
1»930 yards from east to wert and 345 from north 
to BOnth. It had a brick rampart and a dltch| 
which nro etiU traceabkp The adddle city extende 
about 3,530 yards from east to west and 6,350 from 
north to south; but its north foc^ where the rivulet 
antors its ditch, b strengthened by an a<|di- 
tlonal rampart. Near ita southem end is a tank, 
colled Baghpnkhcrir whero the H&ji kept some 
tigers; ana in the northrmi area theie are two 
small heaps of bricks, which arc supposed to bo the 
ruins ol the house of the minister. In both the 
inner and middle ritiee there have been Bubdivisiona 
separated by ramparts and ditches, both running 
parallel to the eniof defences of the place, and 
cutting the former at right angles. 


The outer city is suirotinded by a low rampart and 
ditch and is supposed to have been ocoapira by the 
lowest of the populaoe» on which account it is coUod 
Harirgarh. It eitenda 300 yards from the western 
rampi]^ and 070 yards from the Boutbern rampart 
of the middle city. The total len^h of the outer 
part, from north to south, is eiac mfles. 


A small earthen fort which is attributed to the 
Eing|S of Komatapur* Dhdp or DhalcHMJya was 
the kingdom of HSva or Bhnva Chandra, whcee 
stupidity is known throughout BenguL 

RAjk Nil&mbar, the lost of the Hindu djmasty, oon* 
etmeted a fine rofuii which extends from Komal^ur 
to &horagh&t, Dhap, Malang Plrganu and Tag- 
dvor. Where the oonnhy is low it is raised to 
a Tciy great heigb^ and is a grand work, worthy 
of a magniGeent piinco. 


Ecmata WEts the eapitat of Bdj& Nilmnbar, which 
the Modems bedcgedL Their comping ground is 
represented by largo mounds, serving os ledoahts 
on the bend of the rivulet, their book being pro- 
tectod by a strong rampart of earth and a wide

. by an immeiige bank of eartb, end by a double 
ditfih- The eaitb from the inner ditch seeme to 
have formed tba tampait, and, that from the outer 
VBfi thrown ^towarda the coontry, eo oa to form a 
kind of glacis. The rampart is about 130 f«t in 
breadth at the base and from 20 to 30 feet in 
I^erIlendict^ The outer ditch is about

On tho road leading f«m the big ruin in the centre 
towmrda lonth to Ghoraghatt h>ige quantifiea of 

debris esiat, which ahowa that the principal boildinga 
wore bore, extending; for about three milfe Thoum 
local tradition ascribes these ruins to the Megids, 
yet the pillars and other relics give evidence of 
anterior and Hindu work. The gates hod outer 
works to pmtect them; they are known as S^Uadvir, 
Vagdvfir, and Hokodv&r. Near the last, is the 
fortress, where the Pdtra or the miuiater resided j it 
is aboot a mile equare. North of it, and at 
ia a large nuns of grey graiiite, hollowed out in the 
form of a rude goblet i it ia said to be the King's 
bath. Itssideaare six inches thick; the diameter 
is 6| feet, and the cavity is 3| feet deep; and there i 
is a Bort of step inalde. 

Within the town the chief object of interest ia the 
or the psiuoe, which is quadrangnlsr, and has a , 
ditch, about 60 feet wide. It ia about 1,880 feet from 
north to wuth and 1,860 from East to West. With¬ 
in the brick wall of the inner endoenie the most 
etrikiiig object is a largo mound, about 360 feet 
square atthedop and about 30 feet h!^; it waa 
faced vrith bncfcs. T^ere ore aome tanka and two 
wella about ten feet in diameter, which are lined 
with bricks, which went down to about 20 feet 
below the outride ground loveL Here was also the ' 
temple of Komaleivari, now represented by a smaU ' 

1 aquore heap. Other mounda represent tho B&j&'s 
p^co- Scattered about the place, are soverel reUcs ' 
of stone, of which many are carved with figniea; 
and among the pillars one was 22 cubits in length, 
but only two and-a-bolf cubits in circoniference. 
Tho rather modem temple of Komatesvarl waa built 
by Pr&Qn6r&yaq, the fourth Rijk of TihAr, in 
A, D., 166‘), the ortgiual goddess being recovered 
by him from the rivulet SingimArl, which was , 
snid to have been the fortunata amulet of Bhaga- 
datta. 

About four miles south of the thena, is a line of

The people 
point out three other dripi (as they call them) all 
on the eastern eido, iast abore the bed of the 
Karatojif the present MuhAmmadan mosque oooa^ 
pjing the Bite of the southemmofit ^fiupa. It is 
thus perfectly dear that what is called Mah^- 
thfin was originally a group of Eoddhietic 
I sttipos on the bank of the EaratnT& river, aid 
the whole place obtained the nemo 'iSiia Dvipa or 
Sili Drtpa tinder the later Hindu Kings of the 
Sena d;pa»ty, who favoured the worship of Siva 
and Embpa m preference to Buddha^ Two fatnoas 
temples were_ built, one sacred to Skanda and the 
other to Oovhtda, and emblems of Siva w'oro set up 
all about the dace. No restiges of the temples of 
Shanda and uovinda remain, but their sitee are 
etill well knowHf and from the two points on the north 
and the south, between which aLoue the stream of 
the Karatoy^ is peculiarly fiacred, and where the 
bathing of the Naniyani Yoga takes place. The 
flOnthommost of the four stdpaa appears to have 
been converted into a STirite tomple, and it was thta 
temple which was destroyed and dcseomted by the 
M uhammadaixfi and replaood by a mosque, the 
« broken emblem of the gtd S^iva is still Ijiug at the 
places 

The MuhammEidan mosque is now in chaige of 
Matwallie and is kept in good preservation. Tho 
ramparts of the fort, which grew up after the 
MuhaminJidan occupation of the place (whbh must 
have followed dosoly on the conquest of Bengal 
^ Btikhtiyar Khiliji) ate also in good preiervation. 
The legends that are now related are utterly un¬ 
worthy of belief, and the Sila DovI of these legends 
IB only an ima^ary being, whom ignorance bos 
substituted for o ila Ihipa. 

Farasnr&m ie said by local tradition to have ruled 
hero over 22 princes; ha was killed by a Muhsm^ 
madanfiointt Shah Sultan Hturut Aulinya. Sit& 
was eorilcd here by Bama of Ajodhyfi. Vali tho 
Asura King, is also believed by the people to have 
reignod horop He was succcodcd by hk son Sana 
Tirit who was the neit King of MatisyaHie4&.

The old tMtt in the imum Sikota, only lately 
rejMiued haa a for greater iatcieet attached 
to it than any of the above atmeturoe Eeferring 
to this pond old residents of the loosLlily aay, that 
a mmonr hod been handed down to them by their 1 
fotefathara to the effect that there wna a temple 

1 somewhere within it- This pond, it should be 
Doticed here, is perhaps the oldert one in these 
o^tes.^ This story was all oloiig disregarded and 
discredited as groundlesa, Bnt tmees have, the 
other day, been discovered of the oxistence of 
something liie a small building under the surface 
of the Water* It has not been examined but the 
ooolice who work^ on the tank got upon ite top 
and showed that it occnpicfl a apace of about thm 
smmro yards and bos a gate on its esstem aide. 
About 9 feet of the water was baled out in order to 
permit of the removal of the mud that hod aeon mu- 
lated on the four eidea of the tank. The water 
in the centre is still about four feet deep, but 
that on the roof of the supposed temple is only a 
cubit deep. It is unfortunate that tie outlay of 
more money (Rs* 1,600 have been expended on 
this work in two years) is nGceesaiy to ni^e a full 
discovery of this object of curioaity. The coolies 
wo^d not dare to pass through the little gate 
while it ij 0 still undor water. It would be highly 
interestiDg to pump out the remaining volume of 
jwtor and examine the temple, os also its eontenia* 

To the antiquarian this would he a matter of great 
int^t* A iDosoiLiT ghit on the southern side 
of the tank mode of exceptionally good bricks has 
also been dug out* 
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
